Slayer of Young 


Nellie Dalton Is 
Probably Insane 


Drewry-Seems Dazed Fol- 


lowing the Shooting of 
Girl and Has Attempted 
Suicide. 


That J. D. Drewry of Motley's sta- 


tion who. yesterday shot and killed 
Nellie Dalton, a thirteen-year-old girl, 
with whom he wag infatuated, will 
make his defense on a plea of insan- 
ity was broadly intimated at Chat- 
ham today and at other parts in the 
county where he is known and where 
enquiries were made this morning. 
Drewry nearly forty years of a.ge, 
father of a married daughter many 
years older than the girl he slew, shot 
the child with a shot gun at his home 
yesterday 
morning at 
about 
ten 
o'clock in the presence of his own 
mother and the mother of the girl. 
He blew away part of her head and 
then made an unsuccessful effort to 
kill himself. 
Before the petrified 
parents could move he pressed the 
barrel of the shot gun against his left 
breast and leaning down touched off 
the trigger. The gnn barrel slipped 
and the charge rowelled his breast 
and shoulder and inflicted a gaping 
wound. 
No arteries were severed", 
however, and doctors attending Drew- 
ry said today that the injury was not 
necessarily a fatal one though there 
was the danger of blood poison. 
Drewry was taken into custody soon 
after the tragedy and "was removed 
to Chatham jail by Deputy Sheriff E. 
B. McCrary. He passed a fairly com- 
fortable night, advices from Chat- 
ham, said, and no serious symptons 
have yet betraved themselves. 
Trial May Never Be Held. 
It was proposed to hold a. prelimi- 
nary hearing- today but this was 
found to be impossible on account of 
the physicial condition of the wound- 
ed man and also hss mental condition. 
Magistrate R. C- Collie when ques- 
tioned tMs morning declared that the 
preliminary hearinsr had been indefi- 
nitely postponed and he gave it as his 
personal opinion that a trial might 
never he held and that Drewry •would 
be committed to some state instiga- 
tion for observation by alienists. 


Refuses To Mfckc Statement. 


Drewry refused to make any ex- 
planation when taken to jail at Chat- 
ham yesterday. The sheriff who visited 
him this morning said that he seem- 
ed to be dazed and it was further re- 
ported that Drewry's only statement 
•was that he could not remember any 
of the incidents to the shootinjr of the 
girl or himself. 
The first word of the shodting- -was 
sent to Altavista, Motley's station, cut 
off from commercial telephone access 
being in Campbell county. Dr. J. J. 
Board notified of the affair, hastened 
in his car to Drewry's home a few 
miles northeast of Motley's and fownd 
the corpse of the girl in the pirlor of 
the home tmtouched and "with Drewry 
on a bed, his wound bo"nnd ap- Dr. 
Board at ones busied himself treating 
the badly Injured man who?c mind 
appeared to be blank and who bore 
the painful treatment with fortitude. 
Dr. Board who was reached by tel- 
ephone this mornJnj; said that while 
he was Driving Drewry attention he 
asked him why he had shot t*ie girl. 
He quoted Drewry as saying that his 
mother -was the cause of the trag-edy. 
pressed 
for a 
more explanatory 
statement, Dr. Board says Drewry 
told him, "She called the g3rt a bad 
name." 
Two Mothers Witness Tragedy. 
Dr. Board gathered ap several of 
the details of the shooting after the 
Injared 
man had been placed in 
charge of Officer McCrary. 
He said 
that he learned that tne girl ard her 
mother had bt«n out picking berries 


and on their way home they dropped 
in at Drewry's home to get some 
water. They sat in the parlor, Drew- 
ry and his mother being also present. 
Commonplace topics were discussed 
and Drewry suddenly left the room. 
Within a few minutes he had return- 
ed with a single barreled shot gun 
which he leveled at the girl, seated in 
her chair and without a -word he pull- 
ed the trigger, killing her instantly. 
He then methodically reloaded the 
gun and strove to put an end to his 
own life. The two parents witnessed 
the killing. 
Dr. Board gave it as his opinion 
that Drewry's mind had become af- 
fected through continued desponden- 
cy. It is known that the man was 
deeply attached to the girl many 
3 ears his junior but it is believed that 
unhappiness over his romance had 
less to do w.th the actual killing than 
did his own physical condition. The 
thought that he was suffering from a 
malignant-disease of the stomach had 
preyed on his mind though doctors 
had told him that his symptoms were 
of a far less serious complaint. His 
physical condition and the additional 
fact that his daughter was killed by a 
train near Motley's about two years 
ago, were the principal causes of hia 
despondency- 


One theory of the unexpected trag- 
edy Is that Drewry bel-eving that he 
was suffering from a malady which 
could not be cured and at the same 
t^me deeply in love with the young 
girl, felt that as he could not live 
much longer he would kill the girl 
and end his own days. 
Magistrate J. L. Jacobs of Motley's 
station held an inquest at which time 
one of the mothers told her story 
substantially as above. 


Mr. Jacobs was communicated with 
by telephone this morning at which 
time he was asked for a statement re- 
garding the inquest. The magistrate 
said that the only witnesses esamin- 
ed were the girl's mother. Mrs. Al- 
bert Dalton. and Arch Dalton. who he 
said was a son-in-law of Drewry. Mrs. 
Dalton merely testified that Drewry 
had killed Her daughter in her pres- 
ence. She was unable to afford any 
reason for the act. 
The magistrate 


sa^d that he asked Drewry Jf he kill- 
ed the girl and that he answered af- 
firmatively. 
He also 
quoted 
the 
•wounded man as paying thnt his 
mother was the cause of the tragedy. 
The magistrate reported this morn- 


ing- that he had hea»3 that Drewry 
had passed a good nteht and that he 
had eaten a substantial breakfast this 
morning. He was rather inclined to 
think that the man was menta'ly un- 
balanced. He gave th" age of ih" cirl 
who was kiHed at fifteen whale Dr. 
Broad said that ih? child's mother 
had told him that she was just enter- 
ing- her fourteenth year.

HILO. Island of Hawaii, July 7.— 


The lofty, 
snow-tipped summit of 


Mauna Kea. highest spot in the Ha- 
waiian Islands, has been surmounted, 
for the first time in history, by a par- 
ty of women, which included Miss 
Katherine MacGregor of New York, 
a noted hiker, mountain-climber and 
writer. 
Mauna Kea, 
upon whose lower 


slopes is the ever-active volcano of 
Kilauea, rises to a height of 13,825 
feet above sea-level. The country on 
the slopes is of the roughest nature 
and the ascent is made from, the 
semi-tropical temperature of sea-lev- 
el to the bitterly-cold arctic tempera- 
ture of the peak. None of the party 
of eight suffered severe hardships ex- 
cept sunburn, windburn and blisters, 
they said upon their return.

The 
constnat negro migration is also

question which cannot be lightly pas- 
sed over and should be given thought- 
ful consideration with a view to rem- 
edyingfthe situation, the college pres- 
iden said. "The general movements 
of the negroes from the farms to the 
cities of the north and east is a very 
serious problem, especially with the 
cotton growers." Dr. Hill declared. 
The farmers are finding it difficult 
to cultivate their crops with the great 
labor shortage caused by the negroes 
leaving the farms," he said. 
Dr. Hull stated that if the negio 


farm hands continue to leave 
the 
farms it will be practically impossible 
for many growers to harvest their 
crops in the Falls.

their trades unions. 


It would be well to slip this to Gary 


because only the other day in his dual 
capacity as head of one of/the biggest, 
richest and most profitable corpora- 
tions in all the -"world—United States 
Steel—and as president of the Ameri- 
can St^-l and Iron Institute, he read 
a report of the steel bosses in which 
thcv declared once more against the 
eight-hour day 


President Harding had mildly asked 


them to consider it. 
They did—for 


rcore than a year. And they brought 
In the same old arguments and the 
same old unsupported statements in 
epite of the experience m other in- 
dustries and in spite of the damaging 
facts about their industry brought out 
by the Interchurch report. 


I'd like it slipped to Gary because 


as a reporter I have a very vivid re- 
membrance of a very rich man, his 
face almost purple -with passion, bang- j 
ing the desk in front of him when Sen- j 
ator Kenyon's Senate committee in 
Washington was 
investigating 
the 


steel strike, and saying with ail the 
emphasis of his be'ng that he would 
never deal -with unions as such. 


It happens that the greatest rival 


of the American steel industry is the 
British steel industry. It happens that 
the British is not =o enormously rich 
. as the American. But it also happens 


that the British is the oldest si the 
•world and the one tnat has or.gino.t- 
ed mo=t of the pa'ents and improve- 
ments .n the industry 
Its experience 


is. therefore, worth something as evi- 
dence. 
And these are the high spots 


about the British steel industry. 


1: For a period of about 35 years 


there has not been a single strike or 
lockout In tho British steel industry in 
spite ot the -wave of industrial unrest 
that has swept tho world In that pe- 
riod, and In spite of the many arid 
bitter fights that have taken plj.ce In 
other British Industries. 


2: 
This happy state of affairs in 


due largely to the fact that the manu- 
facturers through their 
association, 


an dthe men through their Iron and 
Steel Trades Federation have go: the 
habit of dealing with each other. The 
confederation is a trades union. It's 
more. It's one big union in an indus- 
try. 
It is a horizontal union just as 


the nited States Steel Corporation is 
a horizontal concern. 


3: 
The British steel Industry haa 


had the eight-hour day in effect since 
1919. 
None of the men ivant to go 


back to the 12-hour day and few of 
the employers do. In fact, only those 
employers who are behind the timos 
and have not improved plants 
talk 


about it. 


4: Some great plants—notably Harl- 


fielcl's, Limited—voluntarily in'roduc- 
ed the eight-hour day over a quarter 
of a century ago and have waxed big- 
ger and bigger, not in spite of it, but 
because of it. 


5: 
British steel masters and Brit- 


ish steel workmen—both financially 
interested in big production—find that 
under the eight-hour day there is in-

BE BASED ON THE 
LAWS OF NATION

WASHINGTON. July 6—Liquor al- 


lowunuoa to foreign whips In Ameri- 
can waters under a decision today by 
the Treasury will be based hci-cal'trr 
on the requirements of laws <>f the 
country in which trade the vessels 
are operating, regardless of tho na- 
tionality of tho owners. By this addi- 
tion to the ship liquor regulations a 
British owned ship engaged exclus- 
ively In Italian trade will receive al- 
lowances of intoxicants Buff'citnt to 
comply with the laws of Italy. If a 
vessel's passenger list and cargo coma 
from several countries, each of which 
has laws requiring liquor stores, tht 
general medical supply will be grant- 
ed and specified provisions of the sev- 
eral Jaws will be met in addition. 


The decision results from represen- 


tations rnado by the owners of tho 
Cunard liner Tuscania and the Whit? 
Stor liner Arabic through the British 
embassy. Each ship carne in conflict 
with the laws of Italy requiring wine 
stores for 
steerage 
passengers and 


their owners appealed to this gov- 
ernment for relief. 


Public health service doctors, in 


passing on the liquor applications o£ 
the two vessels, apparently had de- 
termined to allow only the quanti- 
ties prescribed for medical uses by 
British law inasmuch as both wera 
Hying the British flag. The Italians 
among the steerage passengers de- 
manded the wine which the laws of 
their homeland said they should have, 
and the decision of the Treasury to- 
day makes it possible for them to 
have it in the future.

Congress Can't 


Limit Amount To 


Be Prescribed 


Good Morning Judge! | 


Millions at Command, But 
They Live on Hubby's Pay 


. 
HELENA, Mont.. July 6—Congress, 
having 
conferred 
upon 
physicians. 
the discretionary right of prescribing; 
liquor, cannot regulate the amount a 


. physician may prescribe, the United 
States District Judge Geo. Me. Bour- 
c.uinn, of Montana, held in substance 
today in a decision. 
With reference to the maximum 
' amount of liquor which the prohibi- 
tion enforcement lav.' states may be 
prescribed to any one patient. Judge ' 
Eourquinn declared portions of the 
law unconstitutional, for the reason 
that patients are not alike,, and dis- 
eases are dissimilar, the dosage can- 
not be fixed arbitrarily. 


The court decision holds as invalid 
and unconstitutional those portions of 
the Volstead Act-which limit 
the 
number of whiskey prescriptions 
a 


physician may write and the quantity 
of whiskey which he may prescribe 
for any one person in a given period. 
In his decision, which said part of 
the prohibition act -was unconstitu- 
tional Judge Bourquinn 
invalidated 
the prosecution of Dr. J. B. Freund, 
of Butte, who. it was charged issued 
more than 100 prescriptions within 
a 90 day period and prescribed more 
than one half pint of alcohol to one 
patient in 10 day»- 
The invalid section -with reference 
tp the number 
of 
prescriptions is 
Clothing but an arbitrary 
restric- 


tion upon the number of patients a 
physician shall 
treat 
in 
ordinary 


course of circumstances, or Jn an un- 
reasonable mandate to malpractice in 
respect to them" read the court's de- 
cision. 
Continuing, the court said that "if 
therapeutics were an exact science 
and diseases and their courses of un- 
variable diagnosis and patients were 
all constituted alike." the provision 
arbitrarily fixing the amount of alco- 
'hol which could be prescribed, might 
be valid, but "since in respect 
to 
all these factors the truth is other- 
wise, every patient presenting to the 
physician a different 
problem 
for 
solution, this provision of the statute 
is invalid." 
"It may be that even as legisla- 
tion for reasons of health can com- 
pel vaccination, it might in like be- 
half extend prohibition of alcohol for 
therapeutic use. But so long as le- 
gislation tolerates or sanctions such 
use of alcohol, the duty and judg- 
ment of- the physician, the necessity 
and welfare of the patient, and the 
right of both, cannot be subjected to 
arbitrary and. unreasonable legisla- 
tive interference like the statutory 
provision aforesaid. 
"The physician with 
unrestricted 
power to begin a course of treatment 
must have like power to finish it 
Otherwise there may be dangers great- 
er than involved by denial by any 
power for the latter might be sup-j 
plied by substitutes. 
"These 
statutory 
provisions 
to 
restrain the judgment of physicians 
in exercise of power to prescribe al- 
cohol, deprive physicians and patients-1 
of libertv -without process of law with- j 
in the meaning of the 13th 
amend- 
ment, are unconstitutional."

DESPITE the Tery general use of doted cars, manufacturers' inatmo- 


tlon books are mostly silent as to the care o! their tfphblttery and 
appnrtenances of this type of body. 
The following suggestions are 


therefore offered. Dust which entert with the air and erit which ia 
carried in on the feet of passengers are best removed with a vacuum 
cleaner, applied «y*t»m8tically to all parts of the interior, Including 
the rug or carpet TJeing it, obviates the wear and tear Inevitable with 
firasnttg and accomplishes more than a superficial cleaning, finishing 
has to be resorted to If a «nctlcn cleaner is not available, a whisk brush 
being used for the purpose and the process started at the top of the 
interior and continued downwardly. The fabrics used are largely of the 
broadcloth type with a (JlatiBct nap and all bruehing should fce with the 
nap so as not to rough up the surface. Generally the nap lays down- 
ward on sides and seat backs and rorward on-cuehlons and roof lining 
Oil or grease epots on the fabric are best removed with a rag and ether 
although chlorotonn is also recommended, but a* the solvent simply 
spreaafi the greeae ahead of it. the whole of the spotted surface usually 
has to bo gone over.

""Wear a hat that calls

"Stick to a low waistline, or 


3'ou'll look dump;.'." 


That's the sort of advice that 


modistes have been giving to 
women for years, and will 
doubtless continue to give for 
years to come. It's good ad- 
vice, of course. 


But many a woman is beauti- 


ful because she dares to defy 
su hewarnings, and emphasize 
her home]}- points, rather than 
hide them. 


Xot long ago ft certain tal- 


ented young actress went to 
one of our famous modistes -to 
have -some gowns made for a 
big production in which she 
was to be starred. Madame R.. 
the modiste, promptly design- 
ed frocks which would bring' 
out the actress7 best points and 
conceal her worst ones. 


The day came when the 


frocks were to be tried on. The 
actress seated herself in the 
modiste's sanctum, sanctorum, 
and one by one. the models fil- 
ed past, wearing the gowns, 
which were still unfinished, but 
were near enough the complet- 
ed stage so that their 
effect 


could be judged. 


'•They won't do!" declared 


the actress, when she had seen 
them all. "Xot at all!" 


In vain the modiste tried to 


reason with her. These frocks 
would hide all her worst points. 
They would bring out her best 
ones. They woul dmake her 
more beautiful. 


Mere Beauty Not Enough 
"Yes. of course." replied the 


actress, 
rather 
impatiently. 


"But even so. there would be 
more beautiful women than I 
with whom I'd he compared. I 
can't be satisfied with being 
merely beautiful—I have to 
have distinction.

She creates a beautiful effect 
for you. 


Study Your Homely. Point 
So. if you have a homely 


point, study it-a bit. and see if 


• you can't get a better result by 


making people think that 3'ou 
want them to look at it, than 
yon can by pretending that it 
isn't there at all. 


Xot so very long ago I heard 


two women discussing a third. 


"'I think she's not the least 


bit pretty'''" exclaimed- one of 
them.' "If she'd touch up her 
hair a bit, instead of leaving it 
that dreadful dust color, and 
curl it. instead of wearing it 
straight, and do it so that her 
nose would look shorter, she'd 
be a hundred per cent, better 
looking. 
But my 
gracious!

and graces of a beauty, and she

buncoes 
people 
into 


thinking she is one.''" 


';I know it." the other 


woman agreed. "And she does 
such queer things. You know 
what her hands look like— 
really too large, and thin. "Well, 
she bought a new ring the other 
day. a big. square one that she 
waers on her little finger. I 
suggested that she wear brace- 
lets instead of rings, because 
hr wrists are prettier than her 
hands, and the bracelets would 
call attention to them.

That would be Because the 


high lights of those girls' beau- 
ty did not appeal to your la.slo. 
The same girl can't he beauti- 
ful to everyone. The points 
that those girls had selected for 
emphasis wouldn't be points 
«that you liked. 


But those jrirls have studied 


their own beauty, or someone 
else has sttidled it for them. 
One of the points they empha- 


size may antagonize you. so 
that you don't get beyond it to 
the beauty to which it calls at- 
tention. Of course, a woman 
who takes the courageous path 
that Jeads to beauty runs that 
risk. But as a rule, she gets 
results that are worth it. She's 
like the man who plays a long 
shot at the races.

The girl who 
is just beautiful doesn't get far. 
She needs psychological make- 
up. In selecting girls for my 
productions. 1 <'an"- afford to 
take (he girl who is just beauti- 
ful. 
Unless her beauty stands 


out. and is more than beauty. 
she'll never get by ui the "Fol- 
lies".
